We shall see the Glasgow shipyards where the ‘Queen 

Mary’ and the ‘Queen Elizabeth’ were launched and perhaps find time 

to visit the old castles and beautiful cathedrals scattered throughout 
Britain.”

The Centre of An Empire. —Great Britain is now one of the 
leading countries of the world. A few centuries before the birth of 
Christ the islands were occupied by wild tribes of hunters and 
fishermen. These early Britons were conquered by the warlike Celts 
who marched from the mountains of Central Europe and crossed the 
English Channel. The invaders opened up the tin mines of Wales and 
traded with the Phoenician sailors who had come from the east end 
of the Mediterranean and who carried to the Romans tales about the 
islands. In 55 B.C. the well-trained and well-armed Roman soldiers

landed on the south-east shores of England and for 465 years they 
ruled the land and taught the people how to grow better crops and 
build fine roads and towns. 


Tribes of Angles, Jutes, and Saxons from across the North Sea 
invaded Britain when the Romans were called back to Italy in 410 A.D. 
to defend their country from the attacks of barbarians on the northern 
boundary. Under their new conquerors the inhabitants neglected their 
roads, bridges, and the weaving and ship-building they had learned 
from the Romans. Gradually they became known as Anglo-Saxons 
and their country was called Angleland. About the year 800 groups 
of strong fierce Vikings from Norway beached their sailing ships 
the east coast and plundered 
the country until King Alfred

Only a small section of Britain’s population is engaged in farming 
because the wide highlands reduce the area of land suitable for 
agriculture. A farmer in Canada can rent or buy a square mile or 
more of land but one in Britain must be satisfied with a few acres. 
If this is so, why are the British Isles so crowded with people? The 
reason is partly this: the majority of them are factory workers and 
thousands of them can be employed in a few factory buildings that 
cover but a few blocks. Ship-builders, cotton spinners, woollen 
weavers, cutlery makers, and servants can live under far more crowded 
conditions than farmers, loggers, and herders. 

Steel Workers. —Most of the factory workers are to be found 

northwest of a line joining the mouths of the Humber and Severn 

rivers and particularly in the drab and dirty cities of Sheffield, 

Birmingham, Cardiff, Leeds, Manchester, Glasgow and Belfast where 

steel goods and clothing are made for all parts of the globe. Locate 
these seven cities on a map. 

The factories at Sheffield, on the east side of the Pennines, specialize 
in tools for carpenters and mechanics, cutlery for the home and 
surgical instruments for doctors. They are made of imported “stain¬ 
less steel” that is shipped up the Don River. The industry dates back 
to the day when iron, coal and limestone were discovered in the 
neighbouring hills and to the presence of millstone rock in the 
Pennine Upland suitable for grindstones on which to sharpen cut¬ 
ting tools. ' . »

woollens is one of England’s oldest industries and for centuries the 
residents on the Pennine Upland have woven the fleece of moorland 
sheep into cloth. Numerous streams provided an abundance of water 
for cleansing and bleaching the wool. With the discovery of coalfields 
in Yorkshire and the gradual use of machinery, big mills sprang up 
along the rivers. Leeds on the River Aire, and Bradford, a few miles 


away, are the two leading woollen towns of England; it is said that if 


you fell into the Aire you would be poisoned, not drowned, because the 
water is full of dye and chemicals. Approximately 800 million pounds 
of wool are imported annually from Australia, New Zealand, and 
South Africa to be made into cloth, felts, flannels, carpets and mohair 
along with about 100 million pounds raised at home.

The best farms of Scotland are in the Central Lowlands. There 

the humidity is too high for wheat but ideal for oats. The porridge 
and bannock bread made from nutritious oatmeal are the main foods 
of the people. The Highlands to the north support the crofters or 

farmers who eke out a poor living on patches of soil so thin that it 
cannot be ploughed. . These Scotsmen are more self-reliant than the 
average inhabitant in Britain: they sow and reap, grind oats into meal, 
shear their sheep, and weave the wool into clothing. They make foot¬ 
wear from cowhide. Those who live near the coast fish in home-made 
boats. They build homes of stone cut from the hillsides because trees 
are scarce in this cool northland. The thatch of oat straw on the roof 
is held in place with a network of heather ropes weighted with stones. 

Fishing .— 1 fhe factory workers, miners and farmers of Great 
ritain eat large quantities of fish which is abundant in the shallow 
waters of the long coast line and therefore cheap. ^Thousands of 
herring, cod and mackerel are caught yearly as they feed on the plant 
life growing on the continental shelf around the islands and on the 
Dogger Bank in the North Sea. -/Yarmouth, Grimsby, and Aberdeen 
are only three of the many busy fishing towns of England and Scot¬ 
land. Perhaps you have read Dickens’ story David Copperfield and 
remember how the young hero visited Yarmouth at the mouth of the 
River Yare. There David “smelt the fish, and pitch, and oakum, and

fishing boats in the harbour and no doubt tasted the 

famous Yarmouth rock candy with its coloured 
design of fish in the centre. 

/The waterfront of Yarmouth bustles with activ¬ 
ity from October to December, the months when 
herring approach the coast to spawn. -/For six days 
in the week, wet or fine, stormy or calm, steam 
drifters leave for the fishing banks. Each is about 
90 feet long and carries a crew of ten. When the 
drifters reach the fishing grounds at sunset mizzen 
sails are raised to hold them into the wind and the 
gill nets are “shot” overboard, i/these are 35 yards 
long and 14 yards deep and are usually tied together 
in groups of 90 to 100. Inflated canvas balls and 
pieces of cork act as floats and support the weighted 
nets about 10 feet below the water. /The herring 
are caught by their gills in attempting to swim 

through the one-inch squares.

Twenty-three miles of modern docks line the north shore of the 
Thames eastwards from London Bridge beneath which freighters or 
passenger ships move at the rate of one every ten minutes of the day. 
The fragrance of spices and tea from India, tobacco and pepper from 







t 
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the East Indies, and coflee from Brazil drifts from the busy wharves 
and warehouses. Wheat from Canada, wool and mutton from 
Australia and New Zealand, sugar and rum from the West Indies and 
British Guiana, and timber and canned salmon from British Columbia 
stand in piles on the docks waiting to be moved over the many railway 
lines that radiate from the city or to be placed aboard other freighters 
and re-shipped to distant parts of the British Empire. London leads 
the manufacturing cities of Britain as well as the ports. The clothing 
factories of the East End employ half-a-million people and the 
furniture plants of the north-east give work to 50,000. Thousands of 
potters, brewers, tanners and leather workers earn a livelihood on the 
south shore. Electric non-stop trains bring the workers from the 
suburbs at 50 miles an hour, and tubes and subways beneath the 
ground help relieve the congestion on the crowded streets. 


You may wonder why London is so important in spite of the fact 
that no coal is found near it. A map shows that the city is favourably 
situated on a navigable river at the farthest point upstream to which 
ocean-going vessels can go and that the Thames leads into one of the

busiest seas in the world _ 

Western Europe and to them cargoes can be sent up the Rhine, 

Seine, and the other rivers at very low rates. London’s greatness is 

also due to the many roads, railways, and airlines that converge there. 

Credit must be given also to the English people for being industrious 

and inventive: they have improved the water supply of the city; 

drained marshy places and converted them into docking basins 
have developed clever machinery 

of the far-flung Empire. The energy displayed by the British people 
is largely the result of the cool temperate climate which they enjoy 










The aged and beautiful buildings on the banks of the 
form the greatest attraction for most sightseers: there stand 
Houses of Parliament and Big Ben overlooking the Thames at West¬ 
minster and Westminster Abbey in which English monarchs have 
been crowned since Norman times. St. Paul's Cathedral, the British 
Museum, the Tower of London, which has been a fort and a prison 
since the days of William the Conqueror, Buckingham Palace, Hyde 
Park, and the Kew Botanical Gardens are other points of interest. 
The Royal Observatory on the east edge of the city marks the Prime 
Meridian of Longitude and sends time signals out by radio. 
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Edinburgh is called the capital of Scotland although the laws for 
that country are made at Westminster. About 450,000 people live in 
this city at the east end of the fertile midland valley. The word burg 
stands for “the town” which grew up around a castle belonging to the 
Anglo-Saxon King named Edwin. Some of its more important manu¬ 
factures are beer, whiskey, paper and books. The University of 
Edinburgh has produced many outstanding lawyers, engineers and 

doctors.*

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homes of small animals called polyps which work unceasingly and 

increase the barrier by about two inches of rock a year. Fish of 

brilliant hues, sea anemones as large as dinner plates and as pretty as 

chrysanthemums, huge crabs, eels, and sea snakes add colour and 

movement to the coral forest and on the bottom there are giant clams 

large enough to catch the foot of the unwary pearl diver in their 

strong and fast-closing jaws. The air above is filled with cries of- 

sea-eagles, terns, reef herons, and kingfishers, while on the beaches 

green turtles lay eggs in hollows scooped in the glistening sand and 
leave them to be hatched by the rays of the sun. 

The white colonization of Australia dates back to January 18, 1788, 
when eleven British ships dropped anchor in the inlet now called 
Sydney Harbour. The thousand men who disembarked consisted of 
convicts and a few guards. They erected homes, work shops and 
wharves. The years passed and when they gained their freedom some 
of them turned to raising sheep and farming, while the more adven¬ 
turous moved westwards across the Great Dividing Range to explore 
and settle the fertile plains beyond. Captain Sturt, a pioneer in this 
migration, led a small party over the mountains in 1828 and found the 
Darling River, which he named after Sir Ralph Parling, the Governor 
of New South Wales. Two years later he traced the Murrumbidgee , 

and Murray rivers to the sea thus opening the way for the squatters 
who followed to occupy the valleys along these waterways. Sturt also 
attempted to explore the centre of the continent but the heat and 
scarcity of water compelled him to turn back when within 150 miles 
of his goal. He reported that it was so hot that his finger nails cracked 
and fell off and that the ink dried on his pen before he could use it. 
At about the same time Edward Eyre set out from his farm on the

The eucalyptus tree is widespread throughout the coastal forests of 
New South Wales and Victoria: this evergreen grows straight and 
slender for 300 feet and rivals the “big trees” of California in size. 
It sheds the bark but not the foliage. The wood has twice the strength 
of English oak and will outlast most timbers threefold if used for 
railway ties. Oil distilled from its leaves is used to cure colds. The 
forests also contain pine, tree ferns and wattle from whose bark tannin 


is extracted. 


The fifty species of kangaroo native to Southern Australia range 
from the musk, which are ten inches long, to the great red, six or seven 
feet tall. These animals formerly roamed the grasslands like the bison 
roved the prairies of North America but they have been slaughtered 
in great numbers by natives and sportsmen. The females are shy and 
harmless and on your approach tuck their young into a skin pouch in 
the front of their bodies and hop away in leaps 30 feet long. The 
i “blue flyer” is particularly fast and can keep up with an automobile 
going 40 miles an hour; woe betide the man or dog that comes within 
striking distance of its powerful hind legs and sharp claws. 
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The kaola, or Teddy Bear”, which lives in the branches of the 
eucalyptus where it feeds on the foliage, is a soft bundle of fur weigh- 
lng* about 20 pounds. It never drinks but obtains sufficient moisture 
rom the young leaves which it eats. The platypus with its duck bill, 
its webbed feet, and its beaver tail, has a coat of soft brown fur and 
grows to a length of two feet. It nests in the upper end of tunnels 
burrowed into the banks of rivers and lagoons. Kqually strange and 
yet very numerous is the porcupine which licks up ants with its lon<* 
tongue. The three-toed emu, or the Australian ostrich, which is found 
all over the continent, has- relied on its legs for so long that its w°ngs 
have lost their former use. Lizards up to 6 feet in length are seen on 
the grasslands, in the woods, and on the interior desert j poisonous 

snakes are so common that lessons on how to treat their bites are given 
in every rural school. . -

The dry interior to the west of this plain embraces one-half of the 
continent and is a land of dust, suffering and death. Both the Great 
Australian Desert and the Great Victorian Desert become, suffocat¬ 
ingly hot under the glare of the fiery noonday sun which is directly 
above the Tropic of Capricorn in December. The heated air rises and 
the winds blow in from the surrounding oceans. These are robbed of 
their moisture by the mountain wall along the coastline; they not only 
fail to bring rain but become drying winds as they move toward, the 
hot interior. Salt bush, acacia scrub, porcupine grass, and spinifex 
are the only plants that can live on the edge of these deserts. The 
fleshy leaves of the first are eaten by sheep and camels, and while some 
varieties of spinifex can be eaten, this plant is detested by both man 
and beast because its sharp leaves inflict severe wounds.

The constant heat of the northern coast has stopped white men 
from settling there in large numbers. Immigrants from China, the 
Malay Peninsula, and the East Indies and other countries of Southern 
Asia have come to Broome, Port Darwin, and Thursday Island in 
such numbers that the Federal Government has closed the door to 

these people in an attempt to keep “Australia for^Australians”. The 

inblowing winds from the Indian Ocean bring 40 to 80 inches of rain 
in the year but unfortunately it all comes in the summer.

The millions of sheep which graze on the Darling Downs, or grassy 
plains between the Murray and the Darling rivers, are kept on ranches 
which range in size from 1 to 500 square miles. The smallest support 


5000 animals, the largest 75,000 to 100,000 


The mild weather permits 
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them to graze outdoors the whole year and their greasy wool protects 
them from the io to 30 inches of rain that falls annually. 

The owner of a large sheep station lives in a comfortable up-to-date 
home equipped with radio, long-distance telephone, and electricity 
generated by a power, plant. The large verandah and sun rooms face 
the north because the sun appears to swing in that direction during 
the day. A powerful telescope mounted on a post enables him to see 
the pastures and fences that stretch for miles from the house. Close 
by are the wool sheds, stock pens, blacksmith shop and store where 
flour, vegetables, tobacco, clothing, rifles, ammunition, saddles and 
stock-whips may be bought by the workmen. 


Each of the tanned helpers is provided with a hut, a couple of 
horses and several dogs. The ranchmen spend most of the day in the 
saddle inspecting the wire fences that enclose the sheep in paddocks 
and that also keep millions of rabbits from eating the grass. Holes 
found in these “vermin fences” are immediately repaired by the 
“boundary riders” who carry wire, pincers, and hammers slung over 
their saddles. These men note the condition of the sheep, the water 
supply, and the pasturage and report their findings to the boss by 
telephone or telegraph every evening. 




The uncertain rainfall of the interior plains is the second enemy of 
sheep. A steady supply of water is maintained by sinking wells to 
underground reservoirs located 10 to 6000 feet underground. These 
basins contain rain that has run down the west slopes of the Main 
Divide between layers of rock. Look at the diagram to see how the 
life-giving fluid is forced up through the well by the pressure of water 
at a higher level. Several thousand of these artesian wells have 
been drilled recently in Western Victoria, New South Wales and 
Queensland.

Cattle Ranching. —The tropical grasslands of innqr Queensland 
are used for fattening beef cattle but the weather is too hot and damp 
for sheep. The ranches are much larger than the sheep stations to the 

south and over them the cattle move freely in search of food and 
water. Every few days the drovers ride out to locate the animals. 
The ranch houses and buildings have walls of wood and roofs of 
corrugated iron and are raised on eucalyptus poles to protect the 

furnishings from attacks by white ants. 

The work of the cattle men is harder and more dangerous than that 

of the sheep drovers and a greater riding ability is needed. Skill and 
care must be exercised when the cattle are rounded up for counting, 
branding, and grading or a stampede will occur. Long stock-whips, 
io to 25 feet long, help the cowboys direct the movement of the herd; 
these are used with such skill that a stockman can flick a cigarette out 
of the mouth of a companion standing a short distance away. 

Once a year the “fats” are picked out and driven over dusty trails 

to the abbatoirs on the coast. This usually means a trek of a 
thousand miles and requires from two to three months. The bellowing 
animals are driven from one water hole to the next; sometimes these 
reservoirs dry up and a string of bleaching bones indicates the fate 
of most of the animals.

The waving palms, banana trees, and brilliant sunshine of hilly 
Brisbane make visitors to Queensland’s capital think of the West 
Indies. One-third of the population of Queensland lives there largely 


because it is the coolest part of the state. Their homes are built on 


latticed creeper-covered stilts to keep the floors cool in summer and the 
majority of them have a wide verandah screened with straw blinds. 
Brisbane’s City Hall is the pride of the residents and from its lofty 
tower they can view the near-by meat plants, tanneries, shoe factories 
and the emerald green fields of sugar cane on the lower slopes of the 
surrounding hills. The Colonial Sugar Refinery of this city produces 
all the sugar used by Australians.

Growing Wheat and Apples 

• " 

The Wheat Crescent.—H ave you heard of the Windjammer 

Race in which sailing* ships laden with Australian wheat race over the 
10,000-mile course to England via Cape Horn? Each year about 20 
large vessels carry over 150 million bushels of grain. The record for 
the trip is 100 days. The cost is very low because these four-masted 
schooners have a large storage space and need neither engines nor coal. 

The exported grain comes from hundreds of small farms on the 
fertile plains of the Murray-Darling rivers. The wheat lands cover a 
crescent-shaped region that extends along Spencer Gulf and eastwards 
through South Australia, Victoria, and New South Wales toward the 
foothills of the Main Divide. There is a smaller grain belt on the 
coastal plain around Perth in Western Australia. 

& 1 

Dry farming is commonly practised in the wheat crescent, and 
particularly where the annual rainfall is below 14 inches. The farmer 
plows the land and allows it to lie fallow for a year. He retains some 
of the moisture by doing this and by letting his sheep eat the weeds 
that otherwise would use the water. In the following April he pre¬ 
pares the soil and sows Federation wheat—a short-stemmed variety 
that requires little moisture and yields about 13 bushels to the acre. 

The grain is sacked and taken to 
the railway station or to a port but 
is not placed in elevators like the 
North American harvest. The 
Murray and Darling rivers be¬ 
come a string of pools in the dry 
season and so contribute little to 
the shipping of wheat compared 
with the St. Lawrence and the 

Rio de la Plata. | Fortunately, 

most of the farms of the crescent 
are within 300 miles of Melbourne 
and Adelaide. ;

The Orchard State. —The apple trees in the orchard state of 
Tasmania produce thousands of barrels of fruit for the English 
market where they bring a high price because there is no British crop 
to compete with them at that time of year.

Hobart is the capital and largest city of Tasmania. Its stone buildings 
and walls, many of them erected by the convict settlers, are almost as 
old as those of Sydney. A business district and wharves line a deep 
water harbour from which vessels carry grain, wool and apples. Tin 
from the island mines and zinc from Broken Hill in New South Wales 
are refined by electricity generated in the hills to the north. Because 
of its more southern latitude and insular position Hobart enjoys 

moderate summer weather when the other capitals of the Common¬ 
wealth are sizzling.

Trans-continental Railway. —The Trans-Australian Railway 
linking Melbourne and Adelaide with Brisbane, Sydney and Perth, 
was completed in 1917 when the last spike was driven on a section of 
the track on the desert wastes of Western Australia. Camels were 
used to carry the instruments and supplies of surveyors working on 
this part of the route and also for hauling water into the sun-baked 
country. Water was worth $2.00 a gallon in some parts and the 
drivers often paid $10 to $14 to quench the thirst of one of their 
animals. What was formerly a strenuous overland journey of three 
months between Adelaide and Perth is now a comfortable train ride 
of three days. 

The westbound train from Adelaide passes wheat farms and sheep 
stations along the east and north shores of Spencer Gulf. Then it 
cuts across scrubland dotted with sand-hills and over the streamless 











# 



barren Nullabor Plain where the tracks run for 300 miles without a 
curve or grade and for 700 miles do not cross a permanent stream of 
water. The name of this plain emphasizes its aridity for Nullabor 
means “no trees”. Clumps of bluebush, salt-bush, and fragrant 
sandalwood grow on the desert around Kalgoorli but as the train 
approaches this gold-mining town green lawns, gardens and shade 
trees appear; these have been made possible by the water piped from 
the Mundaring Reservoir in the Darling Range, 350 miles away. 
Part of the line just west of the town is called the “Golden Mile” 
because at least a dozen gold mines flank it. Gold was first discovered 
here in 1893; since 1903 the output has been on the wane and today 
the miners must go thousands of feet deep to reach the precious metal. 
The last part of the tracks leading to Perth wind among wheat farms, 
sheep ranches and hills clothed with jarrah, • karri, golden wattle, 

everlasting daisies and violets. 

Perth is the western gateway of the continent. The ever increasing 

returns from wheat farming and sheep raising support a growing 

population that no longer seeks its livelihood from mines alone. This 

capital is beautifully situated on the sloping bank of the Swan River; 

King’s Park, embracing a thousand acres along the waterway, is 

famed for its avenue of red-flowering eucalyptus trees and its black 
swans.

Pearl Fishing. —Would you like to work on the 

bottom of the ocean dressed in a rubber suit, 40-pound 
boots, and a metal helmet? This outfit is worn by 
divers who search for pearls in the warm clear waters 
near Broome, Darwin, and Thursday Island. These 
men think little of the dangers they face while look¬ 
ing for oysters that may contain the precious gems. 
Yet many of their companions have been attacked by 
sharks, cut in two by the sharp teeth of huge reef-eels, 
or trapped in the jaws of giant clams that measure 
twelve feet across. Scores of natives wear nothing 
but goggles as they plunge downwards 150 feet to 
fill baskets with oysters weighing ten pounds apiece.

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Hundreds of sailing boats set out from these three bases every 
March for the oyster grounds after the Monsoons have changed their 
course and the cyclones have died down. Each lugger carries two 
dress divers, two skin divers, a pump tender; a cook and an engineer. 
Should the crew fail to find pearls they can still sell the shells for 
$1500 a ton to the manufacturers of buttons and knives in Great 
Britain, America and Japan. A pearl is formed when a grain of sand 
enters an oyster and-irritates it. The shellfish covers the rough 
particle with a layer of slime, adding more and more as the years pass. 
The gems are sold by weight and within the last seventy years the 
tropical waters of Australia have yielded three-fourths of the world s 
supply.

i. Where Our Dominion Is. (By William, John and Harry). 

The Dominion of New Zealand is situated in the South Pacific 
Ocean about 1200 miles south-east of Australia. It is on the opposite 
side of the world to the British Isles and so the people in the Mother 
Land call our islands The Antipodes, meaning “against the feet.” Our 
capital can be reached from London by ship in 26 days and from the 

west coast of Canada in 18 days. The journey across the Tasman Sea 
to Sydney, Australia, takes 72 hours. 

The three islands of our dominion, North, South, and Stewart, have 
a total length of over 1000 miles and an area of more than 103,000 
square miles; they are slightly smaller than England and Scotland.

A few natives from the islands of Tahiti and Cook that lie far 
to the north-east arrived here in their war canoes about 600 years 
ago. They were called Maoris. They had a medium-brown skin, 
black hair, bright eyes, and thick lips. These newcomers made 
their houses and canoes with the aid of stone chisels and scrapers. 
They used stone-head hoes to cultivate their crops of yams and 
sweet potatoes and by means of bone hooks fastened to lines of 
flax fibre caught fish. 

These natives grew in numbers and formed tribes that fought 
each other. They lived in villages at points along the coast or 
river banks that could be defended easily. Their oblong huts were 
built of the durable totara pine and were surrounded by a palisade

tree trunks and stakes. Decorations were carved on the posts 
around the doors and windows. The walls were lined on the inside 
with reeds and on the outside with rushes. The thatched roofs were 
very steep. Lately these happy and healthy people have adopted the 
ways of the white man and some of the better educated ones have 
been chosen to represent the other 74,000 Maoris in the federal 
parliament at Wellington. 

The people of British descent in New Zealand total about 1,500,000. 
Most of them speak with an English accent and use pounds shillings 
and pence instead of dollars and cents. Few Asiatics are allowed to 
settle here because we have a “White Policy” like that of Australia. 

Wellington is centrally situated on a broad landlocked harbour 
that is sheltered from the gales of Cook Strait by steep hills. The 
business sections and the Parliament Buildings stand beneath the 


residential area on the higher slopes. People call it “Windy Welling¬ 
ton” and claim they can pick out a man from it because he holds his 
hat on with both hands whenever he turns a corner.

Lamb’ exported through Wellington is produced on the east and south 
coast-lands of that island.” 

“Now let me ask you a question,” said the rancher. “You know 
that the frozen meat is carried from our shores in the cool holds of 
refrigerator ships. Which way do these boats go to reach the Mother 
Country? Look in your atlas to find the answer.” The children 
discovered from a map of the world that the shortest route was 

through the Panama Canal. 

“Would you like to hear a little about Christchurch, ‘The City of 
the Plains’ ?” said the visitor. “Its setting on the River Avon and its 
buildings, parks, and lovely gardens remind me of Oxford on the 
Thames. English trees line sloping banks that are connected by 
twenty-six bridges. The freezing works and woollen mills handle the 
products from the plains and prepare them for shipment to the coast 
eight miles away. The fertile land around this ‘English City’ grows 
wheat and oats, yielding 31 bushels of the former per acre, or more 
than twice that obtained from an acre in Australia. Almost enough 
grain is obtained to satisfy the home market.” 


Butter and Cheese. —The class decided that they would complete 
the study of New Zealand by discussing this problem: Why does our 
Dominion sell large quantities of butter and cheese to the workers in 
Britain? The children looked through pamphlets printed by the 
Department of Agriculture of the Federal Government at Wellington 
and came to these conclusions: 

1. The dairy produce is made in large clean creameries and is carefully 

inspected before it leaves the country. 

2. An electrically driven machine is used on all the farms to reduce the cost 

of milking. 

3. Refrigerator ships keep the butter and cheese in first class condition until 

the market is reached. 

. 

4. Four-fifths of the dairy cattle are kept on North Island where the winters 

are very mild. Butter and cheese are produced all the year round. 

5. Our seasons are the opposite to those of Denmark, Holland and Canada, all 

of which sell dairy products to Britain. New Zealand butter and cheese 
meet little competition when the northern hemisphere is having winter. 

6. Trade treaties with the Mother Country help the dairymen and sheep 

ranchers. We buy British-made clothing, boots and shoes, tools, and 
machinery and Britain purchases our mutton, wool, butter, and cheese.

Dear Friends across the Atlantic :

This long letter describes a play that we gave two weeks ago. It 
was called The Workers of South Africa”. Each pupil represented 
a group of people in a different part of the country and before each 
act our chairman made some introductory remarks. We know that 
you would enjoy putting on a similar pageant. 


* 














RICHES OF SOUTH AFRICA 
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The Chairman: 

"Our pageant deals with Africa south of the Zambesi River. This 
great area includes (1) the Union of South Africa, (2) the native 
territories of Swaziland, Basutoland, and Bechuanaland, (3) South¬ 
west Africa, and (4) Rhodesia. Most of our pageant will be about the 
four states of the Union. These are Cape of Good Hope Province, 
Orange Free State, Transvaal and Natal. In the first act you will 
see and hear people from the wide tableland of the Union; the second 
describes the inhabitants of the narrow eastern coastal plain.” 

Act One—On the Plateau 
A Gold Miner Speaks : 

“I am one of the 100,000 natives who dig for gold in the mines 
around the city of Johannesburg. The hard rocks of the ridge between 
the Orange and Limpopo rivers yield one-half of the world’s annual 
supply of this yellow metal. To reach my work I descend in a cage to 
a point 7000 feet below the surface of the plateau or 2000 feet below 
the ships at sea. From every 3I4 tons of rock I loosen, one ounce of 
gold is obtained. Do you know how much an ounce is worth ? Huge 
man-made hills of sand are to be seen on all sides of the mining shafts. 
The stamp batteries or crushing machines which dot the veld for 50 
miles make an endless din. The wind carries the fine dust everywhere. 
This is the waste from operations that have gone on here since 1886. 
The Union produces about one-third of the world’s annual output of 
this metal or over three times that of Canada.” 

“Johannesburg is the largest and wealthiest city in South Africa. 
Modern public buildings and fashionable stores line paved avenues 
which bear such appropriate names as Gold Street, Nugget Street, and 
Quartz Street.” 

A Digger of Diamonds: 

“I am from Kimberley, the richest diamond mining centre of the 
World. During the last six months I was practically a prisoner as 
I worked inside a large barbed wire compound with hundreds of other 
natives. Guards watched night and day and when I came away for 
a short holiday I was searched carefully to see that no precious stones

“The countryside around Durban is a patchwork of bright green 
fields of sugar cane. Nowhere in the world will you find this plant 
growing so far below the equator. The trade winds that blow toward 
the land are warmed as they cross the southward flowing Mozambique 
Current. These winds are strongest in summer and consequently 
bring rain when it is needed most. The cane matures in 20 to 24 
months, or twice the time required in the West Indies. East Indians 
supply most of the labour. Every plantation has a crushing mill. The 
raw sugar is sent to Durban for refining. The numerous orange 
groves on the coastlands provide the two million boxes of fruit which 
annually pass through Durban’s warehouses for the markets of Great

The busy wharves, modern buildings, and residential suburbs of 


Cape Town fill the narrow plain that skirts the base of mountains 
whose crests are about 2^2 miles from the 
restless blue sea. The best view of South 
Africa’s Mother City can be had from the 
flat summit of Table Mountain, 3550 feet 
above Table Bay. Cable cars will carry you 

to this observation point in seven minutes. 

When the clouds creep down the crags of 
this rocky giant the old residents love to tell 
about the day when a Dutchman and the 
Devil met on Table Mountain. Each claimed 






that he 




could blow a bigger cloud of smoke 




than the other and as they tried to prove this 
great white puffs began to crawl down the 
slopes and through valleys. Residents speak 
of this ever-present cloud as ‘The Table- 
Cloth’. This towering bluff forms an excel¬ 
lent landmark for air pilots and sea captains 
who approach the port for cargoes of wool, gold, diamonds and fruit 
or to refuel before proceeding to Asia, Australia, or South America.

On the outskirts of Cape 
Town the ribbons of steel wind among vineyards and orchards to 
reach the parched and stony ground of the Little and Great Karroos 
two wide steps leading to the plateau beyond.

Salisbury, the capital, has 
a rail connection with Beira on the coast of Portuguese East Africa.

“The native and European farmers on the highlands of Northern 
Rhodesia grow cotton and coffee in addition to the crops raised just 
to the south. They have little success with cattle-raising because of 
swarms of tsetse flies which carry disease germs from animal to 
animal. Laws for this colony are made in Great Britain and enforced 
by officials in the capital at Livingstone. The natives along the reedy 
shore of Lake Bangweula live mainly on the fish caught in the swamps 
and spend most of their days in dug-outs fishing, going to market, or

“People who travel over the Cape-to-Cairo route north of Bukama 

must make several changes from rail to river steamer in order to reach 
Stanleyville, 900 miles away. Then they enjoy a motor ride of 800 
miles through dense forests to Lake Albert where a steamer awaits to 
carry them to Khartum, half-way down the Nile. The final lap of the 
7000-mile transcontinental journey is completed by rail. The aeroplane

The three countries encircling Victoria Nyanza comprise British 

East Africa.

Portuguese sailors who cruised along the swampy and forested 
coast of the Gulf of Guinea in the fifteenth century found a land rich 
in gold, ivory, and slaves. Englishmen followed a hundred years later 
looking for negro workers for the cotton and sugar plantations of 
America. They carried off two million blacks before slavery was 
stopped in 1786. The state of Liberia on the Guinea Coast was estab¬ 
lished in 1822 as a home for freed slaves.

Uplands. The brown and weather-beaten Berbers who now raise 
black goats, thick-fleeced sheep and camels on the uplands among the 

Atlas Mountains are descendants of natives who were driven into the 
hills during the Arab conquest of the coastlands. The villages on the 
hilltops are a reminder of the day when the Berbers feared their 
enemies and chose sites that were easily defended. The more settled 
herdsmen and the farmers of the irrigated valleys occupy rude cottages 
built of mud and stone and roofed with tiles. The nomadic cattlemen 
on the drier plateaus live in tents of goat’s hair cloth. Most of the 
highlands is a grazing region because the mountains shut out moisture 
bearing winds. Animal skins are sent to the coast cities to be turned 
into morocco leather —a material used for fine leather work and 
expensive book bindings. The wool and hair are dyed and woven into 
beautiful caipets on hand looms. The coarse esparto grass on which 
the herds feed is made into rope, mats and baskets. Bales of it are 

sent through the ports of Tunisia and Libia to the paper making plants 
in Europe.

Large numbers of cattle and 
water buffalo are raised in the eastern section and sold throughout 
.the country for hauling water, treading grain, pulling wagons and 

plowing rice fields. 

Madras is the chief city of the wide and rolling coastal plain that 
lies at the base of the Eastern Ghats. Railways lead from it to all 
pai ts of the Deccan for hides and raw cotton to be exported or treated 
in its tanneries and textile mills. European vessels laden with cotton 
goods, machinery and kerosene discharge their cargoes at the modern 
wharves that line the well-designed harbour. Farmers on the out¬ 
skirts cultivate fields of rice which are irrigated with water collected 
by dams built at the head of river deltas. 

Sand dunes, cocoanut palms and pepper trees clothe the narrow 

coastal plain along the Western Ghats. Valuable forests of teak grow 

on the rain-drenched slopes above. The rice farmers on the plain 

receive an abundance of rain from the summer monsoons. The 

western gateway of India is Bombay. Its name means Good Harbour 

and it is located on an island. Europeans, Asiatics, Sikhs in turbans, 

Parsees in tall, glossy hats, high-caste Brahmins with white umbrellas, 

and low-caste natives crowd its streets and the air is filled with the 

eai-splitting noises of creaking wooden carts, tram cars, automobiles 

and trains departing for all parts of the country. Its huge factories 

turn out cheap cotton goods for the poorer classes while in native 

workshops skilled craftsmen fashion beautiful articles of silver, copper 
and leather. 

Throughout India there has been great industrial developments in 
1 ccent yeais, about 10,000 factories employ over two million workers. 
The largest single steel plant in the British Commonwealth is situated 
at Tatta, east of Karachi. Her, large production of machine tools, 
chemicals, ships, textiles, tin-plate and motor vehicles makes India one 

of the leading manufacturing countries of the world.

over from India about 2500 years ago. They are small in stature, 
have light to chocolate brown skins and dark dreamy eyes. 

Coral reefs and rocky headlands divide the shoreline into bays on 
which stand villages that are almost hidden by feathery cocoanut 
palms and the luxuriant vegetation of the wide coastal plain. Herons, 
storks, and flamingoes look for fish in the shallow lagoons whose edges 
are fringed with a white deposit of salt that sparkles in the glaring 


sun. Off-shore glide sailing canoes, with outriggers attached, from 
which the natives catch fish with scales so brilliant that they rival the 
colourful plumage of the birds of the island. 

The lowlands around the capital city of Colombo 
are very densly populated and there the wet summer 
monsoons enable the natives to grow rice, rubber, 
cinnamon and pepper. Cocoanuts are gathered for 
food or exported in a dried form known as copra. 
Nearly all the ocean liners plying between Europe

carry on a big trade in this cereal. Sugar cane, yams and pepper are 

produced on clearings among the teak trees, sago palms, bread fruit 
trees and towering ferns. 

The natives of the 
Malay States and Straits 
Settlements are a very like¬ 
able people although they 
are inclined to be lazy 
' because nature provides 
them with an abundance 
of cocoanuts, bananas, 
rice, and fish. They are 
very clever at fashioning 
lovely buckles, hair orna¬ 
ments, and dagger sheaths 
from silver, gold and 
ivory.' They wear a 
brightly coloured square 
of hand-woven cloth 
called a sarong which 

they wrap around their bodies just below the arm-pits. Flimsily built 
shacks of palm leaves and bamboo which form their homes stand in 
the shade of palms about six feet above ground to give protection from 
floods and wild animals. Some are built on stilts driven into a river or 
a e to escape payment of rent. Such huts are a sharp contrast to the 
palatial homes of Chinese and European merchants who have made 
fortunes by developing the tin mines and rubber plantations.

CHINA 

What China Gave the World— China is the homeland of 

one-fifth of the human race. Four hundred twenty million people 
have crowded themselves into the fertile plains of its coastlands and 
another thirty million dwell on the wide wastes of Tibet, Eastern 
1 urkistan and Mongolia. The Chinese were among the first to 
develop a written language, a calendar, and a system of weights and 
measures. Long ago they taught Europeans how to raise silk worms, 
make paper, print books, and manufacture gunpowder. Their ability 
along these lines was due partly to the isolated position of their 
country; mountains on the north, west and south and the Pacific Ocean 
to the east protected them from invaders for many centuries.

Government.— Parts of the Great Wall of China which was built 

by the first Emperor to keep out the Tartar nomads still stand on the 
noi thei n boundary. This barrier of stone was twenty feet high, 

fifteen feet wide, and wound like a snake over the mountains and 

through the valleys for two thousand miles. It failed to check China’s 

enemies, or Mongols; led by Ghengis Khan they surged over the wall 

about 1200 A.D. and conquered the country. A few centuries later, 

or about the time the Pilgrim Fathers sailed for America, the Manchus 

from Manchuria conquered the Chinese and compelled them to wear 

pigtails. This old custom along with many others was abolished in 

1921 when the Emperors who had ruled from the Imperial Palace in 

Peking for 2000 years were overthrown and a republican form of 
government proclaimed.

Three River Valleys. —The basins of the Hwangho, the Yangtze- 
kiang, and Si-kiang or Canton River are the three important farming 
regions of China. Fertile land is very precious in this mountainous 
country and every square inch of it is tilled carefully. The scarcity of 
farmland explains why the streets in the villages and towns are so 
narrow that groups of people must walk along in single file or trans¬ 
port their belongings in vehicles no wider than wheelbarrows. The 
farmers are very poor and know nothing of telephones, automobiles,

washing machines, or the comforts enjoyed by the average Canadian 
boy or girl. Poverty has made them superstitious with the result that 
they put much faith in fortune-tellers. Confucius taught the Chinese 
to show reverence to their parents and ancestors: thus no matter how 
poor a Chinaman may be he will find some way to buy incense to burn 
at the graveyard of his relatives.

Yangtze Basin. —The Yangtze River, often called Son of the Sea, 

is the main street of China and over its dirty waters glide scores of 
fishing boats, barges laden with garden produce, sampans and side- 
wheeleis. This crowded waterway has its source in the mountains 
north of Calcutta and its mouth in the Pacific, 3000 miles away. 
Two-thirds along its course the river surges through narrow rockv 
gorges where coolies are employed to tow junks and small river boats 
upstream by means of a rope. Ocean vessels ascend the Yangtze to 
Hankow, 600 miles inland. The smelters and steel works of this city 
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draw their raw material from coal and iron mines nearby. The richest 
deposits of antimony in the world lie close to this river port. 

Practically one-half of China’s population lives in this river basin 
where the summers are hot and the winters quite warm. The rice crop

for fuel, for fertilizing the soil, for thatching roofs, and for making 
paper. 

Cotton is one of the two money crops of this area. The mills at 




Hangchow turn it into cheap clothing. The tea shrubs that cover the 
sunny and well-drained hillsides produce the other money crop. The 
leaves are steamed to prevent the juices from fermenting; then they 
are rolled, dried and sold as green tea. Large quantities are pressed 
into bricks and carried on the backs of coolies over rough trails into

business houses of the International Settlement add a further modern 
note. A real oriental atmosphere is to be found in the southern part 
of the city where small shops and homes flank narrow crooked alleys. 


Si-kiang or Canton River Basin. —The life of southern China is 

closely linked to the Si-kiang or Canton River. The farmers on the 

delta and along its fertile banks grow two crops of rice during the hot 

wet summer and a crop 

of beans and peas in the 
warm damp winter. They 
cultivate sugar cane, pea¬ 
nuts and oranges but find 
the climate too humid for

needed to pick this foliage 
and care for the worms; fortunately there are plenty of women and 
children who can be hired to do this for very low wages and so the 
cost of producing raw silk can be kept down. 

The silk of South China leaves the country through the port of 
Canton. The stores, hotels and custom houses of its International 
Settlement are as up-to-date as those of Shanghai. The poorly lighted 
shops in the native quarter employ boys and men who cut rings and 
bracelets from ivory and jade or embroider squirming dragons, glaring 
lions and beautiful flowers on soft lustrous silks. 


Hongkong. —The mountainous island of Hongkong, 70 miles off 
shore, handles a great deal of China’s trade and to it come rice, sugar, 
tea and silks for shipment to all parts of the globe. Cotton goods, 
machinery, tools, and oil for the people of China pass through the 
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. 

wharves and warehouses at the base of the hills. The residences and 
schools on the bluffs above the business district and shipyards may be 
reached by cable car or a sedan chair carried by coolies. 

Outer Provinces. —The vast territories of Tibet, Mongolia, and 
Sin-kiang are very thinly settled. The first of these is a dry plateau 
which is hot in summer and bitterly cold the rest of the year. The 
Tibetans raise horned sheep, goats, and shaggy-haired yaks in the 
sheltered valleys. Fermented goat’s milk, which is stored in leather 
bottles, is their chief food. Lhasa, the capital, stands on a tree clad 
plain surrounded by hills. 

Mongolia and Sin-kiang are immense deserts of gravel and sand 
over which the natives wander in search of wiry grass, sage brush 
and thorny bushes for their cattle. When the welcome summer arrives 
the herdsmen of the plains drive their bleating sheep, lowing cattle 
and grunting camels up to flower-covered meadows on the mountain 
sides. At night their camp fires gleam beneath a starry sky and the 
air is filled with the appetizing smell of goat and lamb roasted on wire 
spits. The icy winter winds force these nomads to return to the low¬ 
land pastures and replace their loose robes of white cotton for long 
warm coats of sheepskin lined with wool. The leather, furs, wool and 
horns are taken to the capitals of Urga and Kashgar and to other 
caravan stations where they are exchanged for tea and grain brought 
from China Proper by Bactrian camels whose heavy winter coats of 
wool enable them to withstand the intense cold. 

Japanese Aggression. —China Proper was invaded by the Japanese 
in 1937 and within a year the aggressors controlled many large cities, 
the chief ports and the greater part of China’s railways. Millions of 
refugees were driven from one end of the country to the other. New 
manufacturing plants and schools were built in the southern and south¬ 
western provinces where distance protected them from attack. Chung¬ 
king became the national capital as well as the terminus of the Burma 
Road which winds snake-like for 2100 miles through hot steaming 
lowlands, across rushing rivers, and over cold 
mountain ranges to Rangoon. This supply route was 
built by thousands of coolies who drilled rocks by 
hand and fashioned the roadbed with rollers pulled 
by hand or water buffalo.

Cities. A map shows that the leading cities of Japan are situated 
on the soudi-east coast of Honshu. The narrow unpaved alleys wind 
between flimsily built houses and stores in the older sections where 
brightly coloured banners tell customers that here they may spend 
their yen, or Japanese dollars, for dishes, paper lanterns, chopsticks, 
rice, birds and trays decorated with gleaming lacquer. Wheelbarrows, 
bicycles, jinrickshas and pedestrians move in a steady stream all the 
while keeping to their various lanes of traffic. Canopies spread high 
overhead shut out the hot afternoon sun and in the twinkling lights of 
paper lanterns the thoroughfares look like fairyland. The streets of 
the business areas are wide, well paved, and crowded with many forms 
of traffic: taxis are numerous because private cars are very expensive; 
bicycles are very common and all of them carry licenses. The large 
department stores, banks and apartment blocks of American archi¬ 
tecture have roof gardens and shrines on the roofs. 

Tokio faces the Pacific across a wide but shallow bay. The low 

houses spread far and wide along streets and canals giving the capital 

the appearance of a huge village. Above them on a hillside are the 

Parliament Buildings, the Imperial University and the . Imperial 

Palace which stands amidst a thousand acres of fragrant pine and* 

flowering cherry trees. Since the great earthquake of 1923 some of 

the main roads have been widened and modern buildings of reinforced 

concrete have been erected. Tokio trades with the rest of the world 

through Yokohama which is on a deeper part of the bav, 18 miles 
distant.

_ Osaka is the busiest industrial city of Japan. All of Japan’s leading 
airlines converge on this city. Its factories produce silk, rice paper, 
rice flour, matches, electrical goods, soaps and clocks. Lacquered 

are turned out by the thousand for here the air is 
moist enough to keep the varnish from drying too rapidly. All of 

these goods are exported from the deep and well-sheltered harbour of 

Kobe where iron works and shipyards cater to ocean vessels. 

Numerous Japanese have emigrated to the oval shaped and moun¬ 
tainous island of Formosa since their country acquired it from China 
in 1885. Some of them cultivate sugar cane, sweet potatoes and 
bananas on the warm moist plains of the west. Others work in the

Chosen and Manchuria. —The large peninsula of Chosen is 
separated from Japan Proper by a channel 120 miles wide. The 
Korean inhabitants are taller than the Japanese and have oval faces 
with high cheek bones. The white robes worn by the men are held 
together with glue so that the pieces may be taken apart, washed 
separately in the ponds and streams, and then stuck together again. 


The thickly forested mountains that rise steeply from the Pacific 
shores slope gradually toward fertile plains facing the Yellow Sea. 
They hold rich deposits of gold, silver, copper and coal. 
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The farmers of western Chosen occupy huts of mud which have 
roofs of straw or tile depending upon their wealth. Mats of rice straw 
cover the dirt floors and oi,led paper serves as window glass. Their 
favourite dish is a mixture of turnips and sauerkraut known as 
Kimshee. The coastal waters provide fish and seaweeds. Nowhere 
in the world are better lobsters found. Rice grown on the plains and 
millet and barley from the uplands form the other foods. Methods of 
growing these grains and the soya bean have been greatly improved 
since Japan annexed this peninsula in 1810. Great quantities of oil 
are pressed from the latter and used by the Japanese in place of butter. 
Cotton and silk are produced also for the mills at Osaka and 

Yokohama. 

The government of Chosen meets at Seoul, a city surrounded by a 
wall of bricks and beyond that a wall of mountains. Eight gate¬ 
ways lead into the capital, each of them being decorated with figures 
resembling monkeys to ward off evil spirits. Broad streets are replac¬ 
ing narrow alleys gradually and modern buildings are rising rapidly. 

The Japanese who form one-quarter of the population prefer to call 
the city Keijo.

WHERE THREE CONTINENTS MEET 


The countries which occupy southwestern Asia where that continent 
stretches out to meet Europe and Africa are world famous as the 
birthplace of the Christian, Moslem and Hebrew religions, as the home 
of the early civilizations of the Babylonians, Assyrians and Persians 
and as the source of such products as Turkish tobacco, Persian rugs, 

Smyrna figs, Arabian coffee, Iraq oil and Basra dates. 

# 

This part of Asia, often called Asia Minor or the Near East, has 

been a battleground for centuries. Alexander the Great led his Greek 
soldiers through Syria and across the Tigris River 333 years before 
the birth of Christ to subdue the Persian Emperor whose control 
extended from the Indus River to the Mediterranean. With the com¬ 
ing of Roman legions much of Asia Minor was included in the Roman 
Empire by 400 A.D. Continuous fighting between Romans and 
Persians weakened both sides to such an extent that the zealous 
followers of Mohammed were able to plant the banner of the crescent 
and spread their religious faith throughout North Africa and into 
Spain during the 7 th and 8th centuries. 


The Arabian city of Mecca is sacred to millions of Moslems as the 
place where Mohammed was born in 570 A.D. His teachings have 
been set down in the Koran, or bible of the Moslems. Mohammed

taught that there is but one God, Allah, that Moslems should obey the 
Ten Commandments and that the faithful should pray five times each 
day in private, joining in public prayers on Fridays. Moslems are 
expected to fast for one month in the year and to make a pilgrimage 
to Mecca before they die.

Toward the beginning of the nth century the Seljuk Turks pushed 
westwards from Central Asia to seize Jerusalem and persecute all 

Christians who came to that sacred city. Bands of 
knights from Christian Europe invaded Palestine and 
Syria.in an attempt to free the Holy Land from 
Moslem control. The empire of the Seljuk Turks 
came under control of the Ottoman Turks about the 
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Moslem at prayer 
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year 1200. The new rulers crossed the Bosporus and established them¬ 
selves in the Balkan Peninsula. Next they laid siege to Constantinople 
and with 150,000 faithful Moslems conquered a Christian garrison 

numbering 8,000. Thus in 1453 Constantinople became the western 
headquarters of the Moslem empire. 


The Republic of Turkey, established in 1920, is but a small part of 
the former Ottoman Empire; the Turks were compelled to give most 
of their European territory to other nations at the end of the first 
World War. About the same time Palestine and Transjordania were 
placed under British supervision and Syria was declared a French 
mandate. Thus the World War accomplished what the Crusades had 
failed to do by releasing parts of the Near East from 500 years of

The Suez Canal, which links the Red and Mediterranean Seas, was 
begun in 1859 by Ferdinand de Lesseps and a French company; the 
big ditch was completed in 1869. The large number of shares given 
to the ruler of Egypt, who permitted the waterway to be cut through 
his territory, were bought by the British Government when he fell into 
debt; as a result Britain gained an important voice in directing the 

operation of this shortcut between Europe and the Orient.

This busy canal is 101 miles long, 230 to 360 feet wide and varies 
in depth from 33 to 40 feet. Its construction was made easier by the 
fact that several lakes could be joined together; no locks were required. 
Suction dredges work continuously removing sand which drifts in 
from the surrounding sandy plains. Approximately 5000 ships use 
this waterway in a year. The offices of the Suez Canal Company, 
repair shops, coaling docks and a floating dry-dock are found at Port 
Said where a large lighthouse guides ships entering the canal at night.

Much of Turkey is a monotonous, barren and dreary plateau of 
about 2500 feet elevation which slopes toward a hollow in the middle. 
Short rivers descending to the coast have built the fertile valleys and 
deltaic plains which form the chief farming areas of the republic. 

Flocks graze on plateau grasslands that were drenched long ago 


with the blood of Crusaders and Saracens. The flocks include twelve

Kasaba melons have carried the name 
of a small town near Izmir into many foreign homes. Izmir is a deep¬ 
water port and the terminus of several railways from the interior.

Syria 


Palestine and Transjordania were once included in the 


vanished empires of the Assyrians, Egyptians, Greeks and Romans 
These sacred lands remained in control of Moslems until after the first 


World War when Syria became a French mandate and the other two 
were placed under the protection of Great Britain. The inhabitants 
of Syria number over 3I/2 millions; .half of them are Moslems. 
Palestine's population totals 1% millions; 10 out of every 15 people 
are Moslem, 4 are Jews, and one is Christian. Transjordania is the 
home of one-third of a million, the majority of whom are of the

Mediterranean Coastlands.— Syrian farmers on the warm coast- 
lands produce olives, oranges, tobacco and grapes. Sericulture is 
important and much spun silk is exported to France from silk factories 
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towering above groves of mulberry trees near Beirut, an ancient 
Phoenician city and an old Crusader stronghold. Beirut has the best 

harbour in Syria and an American University attended by students of 
all nationalities. 

The fellahs or farmers of Palestine culti¬ 
vate cotton, wheat, melons, tomatoes . and 
grapes, the sea breezes and heavy dews 

providing moisture for these crops. The 
orange and lemon groves that extend in all 
directions from Jaffa for about five miles 
produce four million boxes a year for export. 
Methods of cultivation and pest control em¬ 
ployed are similar to those used in California. 

Haifa has been converted into a modern 
sea port by the building of two massive break¬ 
waters. Its giant oil storage tanks mark the 
end of a 6oo-mile pipe line reaching from the 
Kirkuk wells in north-east Iraq. A pipe 2500 
feet long extends beneath the sea to a floating 
station where tankers and freighters call. 
Many of Haifa’s citizens are employed in the 
soap and cement factories and in the flour 

harvested in Transjordania and Palestine. 

Thousands of Jews, many of them from Germany and Poland, have 
settled in Palestine within recent years. They are devoting much 
energy and money to reclaiming land, erecting modern homes and 
establishing industries. Under their efforts the former barren 
unhealthy plain to the east of Jaffa and between Nazareth and Jerusa¬ 
lem has been transformed into productive fields of cotton, grain, fruits 
and vegetables. Comfortable cottages, beautiful synagogues and 
numerous agricultural institutes stand upon ground once swampy and 
infested with mosquitoes. Electricity illuminates the farm houses and 
operates the dairy churns. Rich harvests have resulted from the use 
of scientific methods and modern machinery. The Jews have made 
Tel-Aviv to the north of Jaffa the social and intellectual centre of 
Palestine. Here over 80 industries have been started. Broad neon-lit 
streets lead between modern apartment houses whose overhanging 
balconies resemble open drawers of a dresser. This purely Jewish city

has an opera house, synagogue, art gallery, concert halls, movie 
theatres, excellent schools and a lovely beach. 

Uplands and Rift Valley. —The white and grey limestone walls 
of the Lebanon Mountains extend through Syria and into Palestine 
paralleling the Mediterranean for about 100 miles. The eastern slopes 
are steep and unsuited to occupation. The western slopes are dotted 
with villages that have risen in the irrigated valleys. Terraces have 
been constructed among the rocky slopes and canals have been built to 
convey water along sides of the ravines to mulberry groves and vine¬ 
yards that have transformed barren slopes into hanging gardens. 
Good crops of wheat, olives and tobacco are obtained from land that 
is kept productive by the constant weathering of limestone and black 
volcanic rock. The famous Lebanon forests have been reduced in size 
and only about 400 cedars remain where once King Solomon’s work¬ 
men hewed cedar trees which were hauled to Jaffa and then carried to 
Jerusalem to form part of the ruler’s temple.

water of the Dead Sea is five times as salty as the ordinary ocean 
Bathers who visit the new pleasure and health resort at the north end 
find floating delightfully easy but are careful not to get the caustic 
water in their eyes.

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Transjordania. —East of the rift valley and across the Jordan 
River is Transjordania which consists of a limestone plateau of 2000 
feet elevation. Olives, raisins, apricots, bananas, wheat, and pome- 
granates grow on the few fertile plains among the western hills. The 
grassy meadows support sheep, goats, camels and cattle. Eastern and 
southern Transjordania is a desert land that is alternately sun-baked 
and frost-chilled. Where settlements are possible water is obtained 
from deep wells or cisterns hewn from rock. Amman has been the 
capital from before the days of the Romans and Crusaders. It stands 
near a stream which winds around the base of a massive hill dotted 
with houses, shops and the ruins of an old Greek citadel and Roman 
theatre. Petra in the south is famous for its houses, temples, theatres 
and tombs that were cut into the sides of rocky cliffs. 


The independent kingdom of Iraq, formerly called Meso 


Iraq 

potamia, is populated by 3 million people who are mainly Moslem 


It occupies a large part of the Tigris-Euphrates river basin. In their 
upper courses these two rivers flow through wild gorges and narrow 
valleys hemmed with cliffs. The farmers produce wheat, barley, maize, 
rice, and cotton. Mosul which faces the ancient city of Nineveh across 
the muddy Tigris is the chief trading centre of the north. 

Most of the inhabitants live in the central section of the Tigris- 
Euphrates basin. They keep sheep and goats on the rolling grasslands

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north of Bagdad and take much interest in raising polo and racing 

horses to export to India. Wool, pottery and grain are floated down 

to Bagdad on rafts made of inflated goats’ skins held together by 

poles. The rafts are broken up at the journey’s end, the poles being 

sold for fuel and the deflated skins returned. Cauldron-shaped boats 

of reeds covered with pitch and known as gufohs carry passengers on 
short trips. 

Bagdad has been modernized under British direction yet sections 

of it retain their oriental atmosphere. Motor cars hurry along its 

wide new streets which are illuminated with electricity. Its bazaars 

are crowded with Arabs, Persians, Indians and Turks. The Berlin- 

Bagdad Railway and bus lines link this caravan centre and capital with 
Basra on the Persian Gulf.

The rich oil field of Kirkuk is 145 miles north of Bagdad. Through 
the pipe line joining the wells of the Iraq Petroleum Company with 
Haifa flow 31 million barrels of crude oil each year. This company 
is owned by American, British, Dutch and French stockholders. 


The rich alluvial plain of southern Iraq is composed of fertile mud 
deposited by river floods. Over a period of centuries the Persian Gulf 
has been pushed back 150 miles. Historians say that the Garden of 
Eden was situated near the point where the two rivers join to form the 
Shat-el-Arab. This hot spot of Iraq supplies rice and nearly half of 
the world’s dates; the latter are shipped from Basra. Sinbad the 



Sailor would stare with amazement could he return to 
his former home and see the great liners which tie up at 
modern wharves to load cargoes brought by small river 
boats or watch travellers transferring from this term¬ 
inus of the Berlin-Bagdad Railway to air liners bound 
for India, China, Manila and Australia. 

The practise of flood control and irrigation as carried 
on in the lower'part of the Tigris-Euphrates basin dates 
back to the day when the Babylonian Empire was at its 
greatest. Some farmers transfer water from the river 
into ditches by means of leather bags pulled by horses. 
Others rely on huge creaking wheels driven by the cur¬ 
rent that dip earthenware jars attached to their rims into 
the river. Recently a large dam was built just north of

ment. Saudi Arabia in the central and northern part of the peninsula 
bears the name of the ruler who founded this kingdom in 1930. The 
northern and southern sections of Saudi are covered with thin grass, 
desert and oases; the central region extending from the Red Sea to 
the Persian Gulf is watered by springs. Hejaz, the western province 
of Saudi, is the cradle of the Moslem religion; Mecca was the birth¬ 
place of Mohammed and Medina was his burial place. Mecca is visited 
by over 100,000 pilgrims a year who, dressed in spotless white cere¬ 
monial robes, reach the city from the Red Sea port of Jiddah by camel 
train or air-conditioned buses equipped with radios. The extensive 
date plantations found where Saudi adjoins the Persian Gulf produce 

Dates 


but one of the 60 different varieties of dates grown in Arabia, 
form the chief food of Arabs and their animals. Great quantities of 
them are shipped from Muscat in the independent country of Oman. 

The nomadic shepherds or Bedouins of the interior move their flocks 
of sheep, goats and camels from one oasis to the next. They dress in 
sheet-like garments that can be worn loosely during the tropical heat 
of the day or wrapped tightly around their bodies at night to keep out 
the cold. The headdress of the men is a large square of cloth folded 
cornerwise and held in place with a thick double coil of wool or goat’s 


hair. 


A scarf worn over the back of the neck affords protection from 


the scorching rays of the tropical sun. A white cotton shirt reaching 
to the ankles, a sleeveless coat of camel’s or goat’s hair and simple 
sandals complete the costume. The women wear necklaces, nosepieces, 
and earrings of gold coins or gold rosettes. 

The oblong tent of the Bedouin is called his house of hair. Made of 
black goat’s hair this portable home is ideal for keeping out the sun, 


sand, and stormy blasts. 
Many tents are 10 yards 


long and 5 yards wide.

The port of Aden with its docks, coaling station and fort is supplied 
by water collected during rainstorms in two huge reservoirs among 
the mountains. Hadhramaut along the southern coast is divided into 
districts, each with its own ruler. Beyond the hot coastlands is a dry 
sweltering plateau which is cut by deep canyons at the bottom of which 
is tillable land carried there by wind and floods. Just above the date 
palms at the foot of the cliffs stand cubical shaped houses of mud that 
are from 3 to 5 storeys high. The windows and doors face the middle 
of the village, the windowless walls being arranged to form part of 
the wall enclosing the settlement. In the larger villages and cities are 
costly mosques whose ornate sugar-white walls of mud reflect the 
dazzling rays of the noon-day sun. The imposing palaces of Sultans 
and fine stone houses, 10 floors high, resemble the skyscrapers of 
modern cities. Tobacco, alfalfa, indigo, cotton and corn are grown in 
Hadhramaut valleys or zvadis. Sheep, camels, oxen and cows are 
raised on the side canyons. |H 

Southern Arabia has always been famous for frankincense and 
myrrh and today it provides most of the incense burnt in Christian 
churches. Frankincense is obtained from the bark of a tree which 
yields a milky juice when bruised. IP 
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Each year from April to October the Persian Gulf in the vicinity 
of Bahrein is dotted with about 25,000 boats carrying men who dive 
down to the oyster beds which yield a rich supply of pearls.. Much 
fishing is carried on along the 4000-mile coast of Arabia, particularly 

for sharks which are used as food.

CHAPTER 11 

THE U.S.S.R. IN ASIA AND EUROPE 

% 

, • . 

Is Europe a Real Continent? —The continent of Europe may be 
called the Child of Asia . There is no well marked boundary between 
these two land masses; in fact the former is really a peninsula exten¬ 
sion of the latter. Why then do men call Europe a continent? They 
gave it that name long, long ago when they knew nothing of Asia/ the 
Americas, Africa, and Australia, believing that Europe was the most 
important part of the globe. When it was learned that the surface, 
climate, and products of Asia’s child were very different from those 
of the great land mass just to the east, people felt justified in speaking 

of Europe as a continent. 

Europe is the child of Asia because hordes of half-savage Finns, 
Slavs, Mongols, Magyars, and Turks poured in from the east many 
centuries ago. They left the arid interior of the Mother Continent 
and settled in the fertile plains and valleys far to the west. Today the 
peoples of Europe form one-quarter of the world’s population yet they 
occupy but one-twentieth of the total land surface of the globe. They 
have shown themselves to be the most progressive in the world and 
from them have come the greatest scholars, painters, poets, musicians, 
engineers, doctors, and inventors of all time. Why is this? 

Some of the reasons that explain Europe’s leadership are these. 
First, the larger part of the continent lies in the cool temperate zone 
where the bracing air stimulates men to work. Nature provides one 
harvest a year and so the people* have learned to be industrious and 
thrifty, producing enough to carry them over the winter. Second, the 
coastline is broken by long seas and bays which permit the inhabitants 
in all parts to trade cheaply and easily. Third, the moisture-laden 
winds from the ocean bring an abundance of rain to the plains and 
valleys where a wide variety of crops can be grown. These winds also 
bring warmth from the surrounding water and help to keep the 
harbours of the Scandinavian Peninsula ice-free. To the peoples of 
the Mediterranean Basin they bring a refreshing coolness. Great 
Britain, France, Germany and Belgium rank among the leading

OLD WORLD HORIZONS 


Asia overran the southern part of European Russia until Peter the 
Great became Czar. In addition to holding them in check he built the 
port of St. Petersburg on the Baltic Sea and encouraged his people to 
learn the ways of the West rather than those of the East. This city 
remained the capital until 1917* In that year Trotsky and Lenin led 
the people in a revolution. The ruler, Czar Nicholas, was overthrown. 
A Communist Government that was different in form to any the world 
had ever seen was established. The centrally-located city of Moscow 
became the capital of the new Russia which henceforth was to be 
known as the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics or the Soviet Union. 
Arrangements were made for a council or soviet to rule each of the 
several republics in the Union. A Council of People's Commissars 
was set up to direct the work of the soviets. The president of this 
Grand Council is the chief ruler or dictator of the U.S.S.R. 

The government of the U.S.S.R. owns all the land, forests, mines, 

railroads and factories of this giant country. The rulers seek to 

operate the industries for the benefit of all the people and compel the 

Russians to work at certain tasks for which they receive wages set by 

the state. In 1928 arrangements were made by means of a Five-year 

Plan to build modern factories, improve the quality and increase the 

quantity of manufactured goods, train skilled workers, produce more 

grain and cattle, open up new iron, coal, aluminum, copper, nickel and 

oil mines and erect technical schools and agricultural colleges. The 

success of this plan prompted the U.S.S.R. to embark upon other 
Five-year Plans.

possible for the Lapps in the west and the Samoyedes along the Ob 
and the Yenisei. Fish, seals, wild berries and the eggs of waterfowl 
which visit the marshes in summer form their other foods. In spite 
of the snow and ice which lie on the ground for three-fourths of the 
year, the reindeer are able to reach the pasture below by digging with 

their sharply-pointed hoofs. Verkhoyansk in the valley of the Lena, 
and close to the Arctic Circle, has the lowest winter temperature in the 
world; this is due not only to its northern and inland position but also 
to the winds which bring intense cold from the heart of Europe and

Close to Kiev is Kharkov, the busiest factory city of the U.S.S.R. 
Iron, lead and manganese are obtained from the Ukraine; deposits of 
coal as great as Britain’s lie 120 miles from this industrial centre 
which produces tractors, electric locomotives, ball bearings and all 
kinds of heavy machinery. Piles of golden grain from the prairies, 
carloads of fruit from the sun-drenched Crimean Peninsula, bales of 
tobacco from the shores of the Black Sea, and Black Gold from the 
oil wells at Baku on the Caspian are carried to Kharkov for treatment 
in factories that are operated by electricity from the huge dam on the 
bend of the Dnieper almost directly to the south of this industrial city. 

Thousands of cattle are raised on the prairie lands far to the east 
of the Ukraine and particularly around Omsk. Butter and cheese are 
distributed westwards by means of Trans-Siberian Railway refrigera¬ 
tor cars. Factories at Omsk turn out automobiles, tractors, and tools.

Married women cover their hair with a large square of 
embroidered cloth; the others allow it to hang loose beneath a square¬ 
shaped bonnet of bright silk or velvet. The national costume of the 

men includes dark woollen trousers reaching to the armpits and a 
short jacket.

Sweden s Farms and Forests. —Sweden has five times as much 
agricultural land as her neighbour to the west. Half of her population 
is engaged in dairying and in growing sugar-beets, potatoes, rye and 
flax. Most of the farmers are found on the rich plains in the south— 
an area so productive that it has been fittingly called the Granary of 
Sweden. Cosy farmhouses and huge barns of pine planks stand amidst 
green fields and dark woods. These are usually painted red because 
there is an abundance of red ochre, a form of iron ore, in the north. 
The numerous lakes have been connected with a canal to form a water¬ 
way 370 miles long and to join Stockholm with Gothenburg, the eastern 
gateway of the lowland belt. 


_ • 

The products of her forests and mines enables Sweden to pay for 
imports of grain, clothing and machinery. Three-fifths of the country 
is covered with pine, spruce and birch trees; the timber is hard and 
close-grained because of the cold winters. The government regulates 




the cutting and sees to it that young trees are planted 
where old ones were felled. Many farmers become 
lumbermen when the snow falls. The trees are cut 
down in November, branded with the mark of the 
owner, and then hauled across ice and snow to rivers 
and lakes to await the thaw in May. The logs can be 
shipped cheaply to the mills, pulp plants and match 
factories because no part of the forest is more than

Eastern Baltic Lands 

Finland, Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania border on the eastern 
shores of the Baltic Sea. The last three of these republics joined the 
Union of Social Soviet Republics in 1940 after being defeated by an 

overwhelmingly strong force of Russians. Finland 
was also compelled to bow before this force and 
granted Russia permission to establish air and naval 
bases on her southwest coast. The scenery, climate 
and industries of these small republics are similar to 
those of the Province of Quebec. Forests cover three- 
fourths of the land and among the firs, spruce and 
silver birch there are thousands of lovely lakes that 

owe their origin to the melting of an old ice sheet.

The majority of the people are engaged in lumbering. They handle 
the logs in a way that reminds an observer of the lumberjacks along 
the Ottawa River. The trees of this northern forest require 200 years 
to reach full size because the distance of the region from the Atlantic 
makes the winters severe; those in the south need but one-quarter of 
that time. Pine lumber and spruce wood-pulp are exported in large 
amounts. The birch is manufactured into bobbins and three-ply. 




The coarse sandy soils left by the glaciers yield crops like those of 
Sweden. Dairying is carried on extensively and there is a surplus of 
butter for export. Men, women and children work in the fields for 
fifteen hours a day during the short summer. In the cold months that

follow the men thresh the rye, barley and oats, feed the cattle 
make furniture or tools.

Denmark includes the small low peninsula of Jutland and 500 
islands. The inhabitants speak a language similar to that of the 
Scandinavians to the north. In the last fifty years the Danes have 
turned a region of sand and clay into a rich dairy land by co-operating 

with each other. 


This little country has become the butter, bacon and 
egg nation of Europe and for years it has supplied 
the English middle class and factory workers with 

breakfast foods. 

■m 

Western Denmark. —The North Sea coastlands 
of Denmark consist of sand dunes, lagoons and wide 
patches of sand left by an ancient ice sheet. Scattered 
farms rise among clumps of pine, silver fir, spruce and 
larches. The long vanes of windmills revolve above 
marshlands that have been drained and fertilized 
with potash from Germany and Florida. Clumps of 
bushes and forests planted by the government prevent 
the sand from being driven eastwards by the moist 
Westerlies. The farmers of this area specialize in 
growing oats, barley, grass and hay because the cool 
damp climate and the coarse soils are ideal for these.

Eastern Region. —Farms are more numerous on the clayey and 
slightly richer soils of the eastern half of the country; they are small 
in size qnd are divided into little fields of clover, oats, barley, hay, 
potatoes and sugar beets, all of which are grown chiefly for cattle. 
This is a more profitable way of using the land than leaving it in 
pasture. Danish cattle are stall fed for 9 months in the year and for 
the rest of the time they are tied to stakes in the fields. The English 
cultivate four-tenths of their country but the Danes till twice that 
fraction. Dairy cows which do not produce sufficient milk are killed 
for beef. Poultry and hogs are kept to consume what is left of the 
milk after the cream has been skimmed off.

Rivers dotted with ships wind 
across its gentle slope from lakes which echo the laughter of vaca¬ 
tionists. This section of the country is part of the great lowland that 
runs across France, Holland, Denmark and Russia. Finally there is

Northern Plain. —The Elbe and the Oder are but two of the 
many rivers that glide by farm houses whose steep roofs of red tile 
rise above poor glacial soils that have been improved with potash 
fertilizer from mines just south of Berlin. Rye, oats, barley, and 
potatoes, all of which prefer a cool damp climate, are grown on plots 
which seldom exceed 20 acres: the last named crop is a rich source of 
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alcohol, starch and flour. The better soils of the northern plain 


produce more sugar beets than any other area in Europe. 


The centrally located capital of Berlin has developed into an impor 


tant industrial city largely because numerous canals joining the Elbe 


and Spree Rivers permit great vessels to bring raw materials to the 


cotton, wool and clothing factories and to the evil smelling dye and 


fertilizer works. The city is well known for its manufacture of books 


and musical instruments. The crowded market places display shiny 


tomatoes, sweet peppers, cabbages, cucumbers and potatoes from the 


sandy fields on the outskirts.

soft pine growing in the surrounding forests. 


Black Forest.. The Black Forest in the southwest corner of the 
uplands received its name from superstitious peasants who believed 
the thick growth of firs and pines harboured dwarfs, giants and 
lames. The region takes on the appearance of a fairyland when the 
snows of the bitterly cold winters lay a white mantel that is a delight 
to those who love skiing and toboganning. Wide motor roads now 
ead past castle ruins and old monasteries to summer resorts where 
vacationists may enjoy the majestic scenery and where the weak may 
relieve their disorders in mud baths and steaming mineral springs. 

■ 0nl y the largest trees in the Black Forest may be removed for 
lumbering or toy making and whenever one is cut down a seedling is 
put in its place. The cosy old farmhouses nestling in the green valleys 
among the wooded hills shelter both animals and people. The lower 
storey is built of local rock while the upper storey is of heavv timbers 

filled in with a mixture of small stones and lime. On winter dayTand 

evenings the members of the family turn their attention to wood carv¬ 
ing and spinning wool from their sheep.

Vineyards line the banks around Mainz for 

over 90 miles; they cover terraces held in place by walls of rock and 

cement. Many of these are less than twenty feet wide and where the 

banks are very steep they give way to vines planted in baskets filled 

with rich soil.

A few miles further on the Rhine passes the famous cathedral of 
Cologne whose slender towers reach skyward for 525 feet above the 
tree-lined boulevards and crooked alleys. Rich beds of coal nearby have 
led to the development of rubber, textile, and metalware factories and 
as a result Cologne has grown from an old Roman colony into

that hundreds of ocean steamers dock at its wharves, 150 miles from 

the sea, during the year.

The Ruhr is one of the chief tributaries of the Rhine. It serves the 
greatest workshop in Europe and the rich mining region of the 
German Reich. The pit frames of 30 or more coal shafts dominate the 
landscape around Essen and great wheels turn as cages lift shiny 
black diamonds 3000 feet to the surface. These are sent to the cokery 
where tar, liquid ammonia, and illuminating and heating gas are 
driven off to leave a high grade coke needed by 80 blast furnaces which 
melt imported iron ore. The sticky tar is used for building roads, 
painting roofs, and insulating electric wires; skilful chemists have 
devised ways of converting it into carbolic acid, perfumes, medicines 
and dyes. Clouds of smoke hover above the many factory chimneys 
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of the Krupp steel works in which men and machines turn white hot 
metal into railway lines, bridge girders, needles, tools, locomotives, 
guns and munitions. When darkness settles over this part of the 
Ruhr Valley the upleaping fires in these plants cast eerie shadows as 
their glow falls on mountains of slag, wharves, and railway tracks. 
Many factories of the Ruhr and of other highly industrialized areas of 
Germany were obliterated by bombs dropped by British and American 

planes in 1943.

The last part of the Rhine’s course is across lowlands that have been 
ditched and dyked to provide pastures for spotted cattle. Prosperous 
looking farmhouses of whitewashed brick stand in the shelter of bent 
oaks and waving poplars which testify to the strength of the westerly 
winds. The river moves sluggishly by Dutch fields and divides itself 
into a number of branches before its waters enter the North Sea 
opposite the Thames. 

Tfye port of Rotterdam is the gateway to the farmlands of Holland 
and the industrialized Ruhr Valley. Thousands of freighters call 
there in a year to exchange cargoes with Dutch and German barges 
that ply up and down this great commercial highway. Recently a 
new waterway was built to link Rotterdam with the sea 20 miles away. 
Shipping is aided by a score of coaling cranes, over a dozen drydocks, 
24 floating grain elevators, and many huge oil tanks.

POLAND, CZECHO-SLOVAKIA AND SWITZERLAND 




Poland 




Poland occupies the section of the European plain which, generally 
speaking, lies in the basin of the Vistula River. This river has its 


source in

southern Poland. After 


following a winding course for 590 miles it pours its waters through 













three mouths into the shallow Baltic Sea. The Vistula is a busv 
highway for small boats for part of the year but the traffic is checked 
by ice in the winter. Much money will have to be spent on dredging 
and diking before large vessels can use this river. 

Long ago Poland reached from the Black Sea to the Baltic and 
ranked as a powerful nation of Europe. Later, parts of the country 
were given to Germany, Russia and Austria. When the Great War 
ended in 1918 these parts were combined to form the Republic of

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the huts contain but two rooms; one of these serves as a kitchen and 
also as a shelter for calves, pigs, sheep and fowls on cold days; the 
other contains beds, a spinning wheel, colourful pottery and storage 
chests decorated with bright flowers. Under the direction of a master 
shepherd the boys drive the sheep and cows to the high mountain 
pastures during summer months. The young shepherds watch the 
animals, milk them and make cheese. With the coming of September 
frosts, the flocks move into the lower valleys to the accompaniment of 
jingling bells and bleating. Potatoes, a little grain and much hay is 
grown on the mountain farms. The constant rain makes it difficult 
to dry the hay which is needed for winter fodder. Rich butter is made 
from the milk of red cattle and coarse home-spun cloth is woven from 

sheep’s wool. 

After leaving the mountains the Vistula crosses the plateau which 
lies along the northern base of the Carpathians. This upland, which 
drops northwards from an elevation of 1200 to 600 feet, is covered 
with rich soil and ranks as the most productive part of Poland. Better 
harvests are obtained on the western farms where modern agricultural 
methods and machinery were introduced by the Germans when they 
formerly controlled that area. The farmers of the southern upland 
grow wheat, a great deal of flax and more than twice the sugar beets 
needed for all the Poles, thus providing surplus sugar for export. 

Valuable mineral deposits occur on the plateau. The coal mines of 
the Upper Silesian field near Krakow are among the richest in Europe 
and Germany’s desire to control them prompted her to invade Poland 

during the Second World War. Close by are the salt mines of 
Wieliezka which have been worked for a thousand years. Tunnels 
extend through rock salt for over 75 miles and in the depths is a huge 
chapel, a museum and a cafe. To the east lie deposits of petroleum, 
potash and zinc. Petroleum is pumped from the wells in south-eastern 
Poland by electricity generated by steam power obtained from burning 

fuel oil. 

Many of Poland’s leading manufacturing cities have arisen near the 
mines. Krakow, on the left bank of the Upper Vistula, is well known 
for its manufacture of agricultural machinery, chemicals, textiles 
and wines. Years ago the kings of Poland resided in its magnificent 
palace. Krakow is the educational centre of the country; the univer¬ 
sity built 500 years ago still stands. About 100 miles north of the 
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old capital is Lodz whose inhabitants produce beautiful cottons, wool¬ 
lens, silks, flour, leather goods and machinery. To the east is old 
Lemberg^where the largest fairs in Poland were held. 

Aft^r it leaves the plateau the Vistula flows across the plain of 
northern Poland. Prosperous farms and forests cover this sandy 
lowland. The crops include rye, which is used in making black bread, 
barley, vegetables, apples and plums. More potatoes are grown than 
the Poles can consume, the surplus being made into starch, alcohol, 
syrup and cattle food. Poultry, pigs and cattle are raised. f

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The capital city of Warsaw has arisen where the Vistula narrows 
slightly to afford a good crossing-place. Consequently it has become 
a busy trading center for a huge forest area and great agricultural 
district. Important highways and railroads radiate from this indus¬ 
trial city to all parts of Poland. Danzig, at the mouth of the Vistula, 
once belonged to Poland but of late it has been considered part of 
Germany. However, both Polish and German merchants are allowed 
to import and export goods through this Free City without paying 
duty. During the past io years the old Polish fishing town of Gdynia, 

1 2 miles north of Danzig, has been developed into a modern port.

The people of this inland republic are clever factory workers and 
their products are sold in far-off lands. The manufacture of exquisite 
glassware, plate glass and pretty glass beads is an old and important 
industry which has arisen because of the rich deposits of quartz, snowy 
white limestone and coal in the mountains of the northwest. Skilled 
workers turn out gaily-decorated pottery bearing bright floral designs 
painted by hand. 

f 

Cotton goods are made from raw material grown in the United 
States of America. Woollens, silk and linen are produced for markets 
throughout Europe. Gloves and shoes are manufactured for export 
as well as for use at home. The steel mills at Plsen utilize local iron 
that is mixed with supplies brought up the Elbe and Oder rivers from 
Sweden. Heat for the furnaces is obtained from the rich coal mines 
of the Upper Silesian field. This city is also famous for its breweries. 

In the rural sections of Czecho-Slovakia the women make beautiful 
laces and embroideries. Exquisite patterns are developed and handed 
down from mother to daughter. On winter evenings the boys and 

men carve toys, furniture and kitchen utensils from wood. 

» 

The costumes worn on festival days vary in pattern and colour 
throughout the land. All of them are richly embroidered and brightly 
coloured. The people’s love of decoration is applied to the exterior 
and interior walls of their homes which are painted with intricate 

floral designs. 

The capital city of Praha (Prague) is on the junction of the Elbe 
and one of its tributaries. These waterways and the railroads bring 
much trade to this interesting city whose old buildings are being 
modernized. A number of cathedrals, monasteries and churches are 
grouped to form the Kremlin of Praha which resembles the Kremlin 
at Moscow. This was the home of Bohemian kings for eight centuries. 
Not far off is a Jewish Synagogue which dates back to the 13th 
century and Praha can boast of having a University that was erected 
over a hundred years before America was discovered. The factories 
turn out chemicals, leather goods, carpets, flour and railway equipment.

The homes of the Alpine farmers and herdsmen are built of pine 
and hemlock logs. The large roofs are low in pitch because of the 
strong winds that blow through the valleys and sometimes, stones are 
placed on them to keep them in place. It is a common practice to carve 
the verandah posts and other parts of the house and to apply decora¬ 
tions in bright colours. Some members of the families grow potatoes, 
oats, barley and hay in the valley bottoms while others tend herds on 

mountain pastures during the summer. 

In May the herdsmen take their cows and goats from the sheds in 
which they have spent the cold winter and drive them up the hillsides 
toward green pastures. Flowers and bells are hung.around the necks 
of several animals, the men lift packs of food, clothing, cooking pots, 
cream separators and cheese moulds on their back and with the cry of 
“Yodlee” the procession of cattle, dogs, wagons and herders sets off 
for the Alps or mountain pastures. As the summer progresses and the 
snow at the higher levels melts, the herders move up the steep grassy 
slopes. The cows are milked every day and much cheese and butter

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Swiss Plateau. —The long plateau between the Juras and the Alps 

is the most productive part of the country and consequently the most 
densely settled. This upland slopes from 3000 feet above sea level in 
the north to 1200 feet in the south. The farmers grow such cool 
weather crops as potatoes, rye, oats and hay. A little wheat is har¬ 
vested and grapes are grown on the sunny, protected slopes near Lake 

Geneva. i * 


Three natural gateways lead into the Swiss plateau and close to 
these stand some of Switzerland’s chief cities. Basle has arisen at the 
point where the Rhine cuts through the Jura mountains in the north¬ 
west. Here boats begin their journey down the Rhine and there are 
factories which produce paper, beer, rich dyes and beautiful silk 
ribbons. Basle has a very large railway station. St. Gallen, at the 
eastern gateway and near Lake Constance, is famous for its cottons. 
Geneva, which overlooks the valley in the west through which pours the 
Rhone as it drains Lake Geneva, "is important for watchmaking, clock¬ 
making and printing. The imposing buildings of the League of 
Nations, of the International Labour Office and of the Red Cross are 
located there. Zurich at the western end of the plateau is the largest 
city, having a population of about one-quarter of a million.. Electricity 
obtained from mountain torrents drives machinery in its silk factories, 
cotton mills and machine shops. The capital city of .Bern is centrally 
located on the plateau and is almost on the dividing line between those 

who speak French and German. 

In proportion to its size Switzerland has become an important 
manufacturing country. Only a small section of the country can be 
used for farming with the result that the Swiss cannot grow enough 
food for their requirements. Thus they must earn money to buy food 
from other nations. To do this they import such raw products as iron, 
cotton and silk which they turn into useful articles to be sold in world 


markets. 

Swiss industries first began in the homes where much skill was 
developed. Then factories were built and coal was imported to supply 
power for the manufacturing machines. Next the Swiss invented 
dynamos and machines to utilize the abundant waterpower found 
throughout their country. When they had equipped their own fac¬ 
tories with electrically-driven equipment the Swiss began to make 
similar machinery at Zurich for export.

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CHAPTER 15 


TWO LOWLAND COUNTRIES 







The two small nations of Holland and Belgium occupy the region 
of river, deltas between Germany and France. Long dykes have been 
built to save their fertile lowlands from being washed away by the 
North Sea. The Dutch are famous for growing bulbs. The cheese 
they produce is the finest in the world. The Belgians are better known 
for their manufactures of cottons, woollens, linens, and fine glass. 
What are the reasons for this difference in industry and ability ? 










Holland 

Holland consists of two parts, a natural, or eastern one, and an 
artificial, or western one. Four hundred square miles have been added 
to the country by enclosing the coastal marshes in dykes and draining 
them with windmills and gasoline pumps. The new ground, or polder, 
was used first for grazing thousands of black and white dairy cattle. 
Then, as it sweetened, sections of it were fertilized and planted with 
wheat, potatoes and flax. The millions of tulips, hyacinths and 
narcissi which bloom each spring around Haarlem spread their roots 
in soil that was once the bed of a sea on which Dutch and Spanish 
men-of-war fought. Near these farms there are acres and acres of

along the river to the port of Nantes. On the way they crossed a 
region whose fertility prompted kings and nobles of long ago to settle 
there and erect chateaux of stone that would serve as both residences 
and fortresses. 

Brittany. —At Nantes, the industrial city of Brittany, the 
travellers caught a train that took them to some relatives living to the 
north-west. They rode for hours over granite upland moors clothed 
with purple heather and golden broom. They gazed in amazement at 
huge shafts of stone which the ancient inhabitants had arranged in 
rows and circles. They crossed valleys kept moist and green by winds 
from the Atlantic and saw hundreds of fat cows grazing on the 
luscious grass. Someone' told them that many Bretons still lead their 
cattle to the great blocks of granite to receive a blessing. 

The Joliets were met by Henri’s Uncle and Aunt and were driven to 
their farmhouse in a horse buggy. Marie asked why the fields were 
enclosed in walls of turf or stone to which her uncle replied: “We are 
about two miles from the coast and if we did not erect these barriers 
the strong winds would blow down our crops. However, we like these 
winds to blow because the warmth they bring enables us to raise early 
crops for the markets of Paris.” 

When the visitors entered the dark interior of the small farmhouse 
they were surprised to feel the hard-packed dirt beneath their feet. 
Rough-hewn rafters formed the ceiling and from them pots, knives and 
various cooking utensils dangled. “These are your beds,” said the 
aunt as she slid back some panels to show bunks set in the wall. Henri 
noticed that beneath each was a space for storing linen, clothing, and 
the wooden shoes, or sabots, so commonly worn in Brittany. 

The following morning the two families went on a picnic to the 
spray-beaten and rocky shoreline nearby. They called at an old fishing 
village that was once a hide-out for pirates and corsairs. Tunny, 
oysters and sardines were being unloaded from boats with blue and 
henna-coloured sails. A weather-bronzed fisherman who sat beneath 
a cross of wood erected on the quay to watch over the men at sea spoke 
of the many Breton sailors who still follow the codfish to the New¬ 
foundland Banks just as Jacques Cartier did over four centuries ago. 
He was very proud of the fact that the villages along the rugged Bay 
of Biscay coast furnished recruits for the French Navy.

They discovered 
that this was another important wine region and learned that the corks 
used in the bottles came from the bark of the oak tree on the slopes 
of the Pyrenees Mountains. Use the sketch map to estimate the 
distance of this journey from Bordeaux to the Gulf. 

To reach Marseilles, the greatest of all Mediterranean ports, the 
Joliets sailed past the salty and dyked wastes of the Rhone delta lately 
planted with pine trees that yield resin. This southern gateway of the 
French republic has grown up east of the river’s mouth because the 
small tides of the Mediterranean fail to clear away the silt brought 
down by the Rhone. Wharves along the busy waterfront are stacked 
high with bottles of French wine and casks of olive oil and there are 
docks which smell of imported spices, coffee, tea and rubber. Much 
trade is conducted with the colonies in North Africa and with Indo- 
China by means of the Suez Canal. East of the city is the sun¬ 
drenched coast of the Riviera, a winter playground for those who can 
afford to leave their homes in the colder countries to the north. 


Rhone Valley. —Next the Canadians travelled by train up the 
Rhone where they saw old abbeys, temples, forts and cathedrals 
erected by the Romans and early Christian missionaries. There were 
terraced gardens and irrigated fields of wheat and silver-gray olive 
trees between Marseilles and Lyons. In the wide patches of violets 
and lavender they noticed peasants operating retorts in which per¬ 
fumes were distilled from freshly cut flowers. Windbreaks of cypress 
on the north and west sides of the fields protected fhe crops from the 
mistral or cold winds that sweep down the valley to replace the air 
which has risen over the Gulf of Lions. 


The sheltered valleys around Lyons were clothed with groves of 

mulberry trees which yielded foliage for the hungry 
silkworms that have increased by millions since a few 
of them were introduced by Crusaders returning from 
the Holy Land. In the city the Joliets saw the ribbon, 
the fancy silk cloth, tulle, and muslin factories that 
utilized the raw silk from the surrounding villages

is about five times as large. Progress on the peninsula was seriously 
handicapped by the Spanish Civil War during which Spaniards fought 
their fellow countrymen for over two and one-half years prior to 

March, 1939. 






North-West Region.—T he north-western corner of the peninsula 
reminds one of Brittany and Normandy because the low-hanging 
clouds in the valleys among the Cantabrian Mountains and the prevail¬ 
ing Westerlies make the air cool and damp. Dairy farmers wearing 


1 


blue woollen caps spend their days caring for cows and pigs, cutting 
hay and cultivating plots of corn. The orchards on the slopes provide 
apples, cherries and chestnuts. The bark of the evergreen cork oaks 
on the granite hills is peeled off, cut into strips, boiled and pressed flat. 
Each tree may be stripped but once every eight or nine years. The 
Portuguese forests supply seven-tenths of the world needs of cork for 
bottle tops and life belts. 

The valley of the Douro River is the richest part of 
all Portugal and grape-vines cover the terraces on its 



steep banks.

At the many fishing villages which face the Bay of Biscay and the 
Atlantic there is plenty of excitement when schools of sardine and 
tunny are sighted off-shore. Little boats push out by the hundreds to 
return loaded to the gunwales. Men wearing tin hats with deep brims 
in which they place the fish, hawk some of the sardines through the 
streets and send quantities of them to canneries where they are packed 
in olive oil produced in the provinces far to the south. 

Bilbao, on the northern coast, exports iron ore mined in the moun¬ 
tains nearby. It is sent to Wales in exchange for coking coal to be 
used in the blast furnaces and steel mills of this second busiest port of 
Spain. Copper and lead are found throughout the peninsula and in 
the south the greater part of the world’s supply of mercury is obtained. 


The South. —Southern Portugal and Spain enjoy hot dry summers 
and warm moist winters or what is called a Mediterranean climate. 


The lowlands of Portugal are closer to the Atlantic than the highlands 
and valleys of Spain and so receive more rainfall and cooler breezes. 
Gnarled and twisted olive trees are common throughout the south and 
particularly in the Valley of the Guadalquivir. Their long roots go 
far underground in search of water and the leathery covering on their 
leaves stops the sap from evaporating. The oil of the fruit is a splendid 
substitute for butter that cannot be produced in an area too dry for 
luscious pastures. 


Pickled olives and various grades of olive oil are loaded on ocean 
vessels that ascend the silvery Guadalquivir to the wharves of Seville. 
Spain leads all countries in the export of this oil. This Andalusian 
city stands amidst orange groves and slender palms and on its outskirts 
are fields of wheat, barley, figs, pomegranates and almonds. This is 
the richest and most thickly settled region of the country and in it are 
large estates with palatial houses of Moorish design ; these are built 
around an inner patio in which splashing fountains and shade plants 
help to reduce the sun’s heat and glare. 

Famous among the vineyards of the south are those of the coast- 
lands around Malaga. These produce the luscious Muscatel grapes 
which make such fine wine and raisins. It is said that the best of the 
crop is too delicate and juicy to be exported. Almond trees grow on 
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t 

the steep hillsides beyond the city. The branches are struck with long 


sticks to knock the nuts on to sheets spread on the ground. Then they 




are cracked open and dried in the warm sunshine.

A rough plateau, or meseta , covers most of central Spain. Its dry 


and almost treeless surface is broken by bare hills and clumps of 


lavender and sage. These uplands become the frying pan of Europe 


when the burning rays of a summer sun beat upon them and the rivers 


shrink so much that housewives have scarcely any water for their 


washing. Winters are made unpleasant by long periods of frost, light 


snowfall, and bitter cold winds from the snowcapped mountains 


Shepherds in the southern part of the meseta allow their sheep and 


goats 


to graze on the pastures in the lower valleys or on the high 


meadows according to the season. The women spin the fine merino 


wool as the men tend the flocks. The herdsmen cultivate small plots 


of wheat, barley and rye when moisture is available in mountain 
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streams. Considerable wheat is grown in the northern half of the 
plateau where the rainfall is slightly heavier. 

The beautiful Spanish capital of Madrid was built in the middle of 
the wind-swept and sun-drenched meseta, largely because the Emperor 
Charles V found the dry air of the tableland, 2400 feet above the sea, 
relieved his gout. The Royal Palace ranks among the most imposing 
kingly residences of the world. The huge open air arena is crowded 
with spectators whenever courageous picadors and matadors enter the 
ring to fight ferocious bulls. Roads and railways join the city with all 
parts of the peninsula from which foodstufifs and other supplies are 
obtained and to which some of the clothing and furniture made in the 
city are sent. 


Portugal. —The Republic of Portugal is governed from Lisbon

The Fascist Government 


reclaimed the land after the Great War of 1914-18 and 


divided it into plots of 30 acres; comfortable farm houses 


were erected to house thousands of ex-soldiers and their 


families.

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The Imperial City of Rome spreads itself over seven low hills that 
guard the point where the Tiber can be crossed most easily. The ruins 
of massive buildings, tombs and roads remind all who stand beside 
them of the day when the Roman Eagle was supreme over the Medi¬ 
terranean basin. Poppies raise their flaming heads at the base of 
decaying palaces erected by the Caesars on Palatine Hill. A section 
of the huge Colosseum in which thousands of spectators gathered to 
watch wild beasts devour helpless Christians and strong gladiators 
slay each other still stands as a testimony to the building ability of 

Roman stonemasons and the slaves who helped them. Millions of 
Roman Catholics the world over proclaim their loyalty to the Pope 
who resides in Vatican City, an independent part of Italy. Industrial 
Rome manufactures gloves, silks and jewellery.

DANUBE RIVER BASIN 

The beautiful blue Danube rises in the Black Forest and winds 
through a patchwork of countries and races to the Black Sea. A sign 
near an old German castle reads: 

The source of the Danube, 

2,224 feet above sea level, 

_ * 

1,765 miles to the sea. 

This river was the route over which Germans, Turks and other 
invaders entered Europe and numerous battles have taken place on its 
banks. Crusaders from western Europe sailed down it bound for the 
Holy Land. Ships laden with Oriental silks, spices and oils forced 
their way against the current as vessels bearing furs, arms and leather 
hurried downstream. The robbers and nobles in the castles on the 
rocky heights above Vienna compelled many a merchant to pay heavy 
tolls. One of these strongholds held King Richard I of England for 
over a year until a ransom was received. The Danube is now the chief 
commercial highway of south-eastern Europe and for 1600 miles 
barges and steamers crowd its surface.

Perhaps it was this section of the river 
which inspired Johann Strauss of Vienna to compose his famous Blue 
Danube Walts for elsewhere the stream is muddy. Barges ply up and 
down in the vicinity of the old German-Austrian border calling at little 
villages for wine, wood, apples and vegetables to carry to Vienna. 
Boats laden with salt from the mines around Salzburg and long timber 
rafts drift seaward past women washing clothes in the shade of 
silver poplars. 




The gay city of Vienna stands where the river hurries through a 
narrow gorge between the Carpathians and the Alps. River steamers 
call at its busy warehouses and modern quays for beautiful silks, 
jewellery and gloves manufactured from skins of goats and sheep 
raised on the hillsides beyond the Vienna plain. This was once the 


capital of Austria and in it are several palaces and over a thousand 
cafes where Austrians and foreigners sip coffee, quaff beer and read 
newspapers, all the while listening to orchestral selections written by 
such great Viennese composers as Mozart, Beethoven and Schubert. 
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The Danube Basin 



Hungarian Plain. —Thirty miles below Vienna the Danube begins 
its sluggish and winding journey over the fertile Hungarian plain 
across which fields of golden wheat, yellow maize, blue flowered flax, 
grape vines and tobacco reach toward distant moun¬ 
tains. Houses of whitewashed mud, mostly thatched 
with reeds held in place by slats of wood, dot this most 
fertile part of Europe. The floors of these homes are 
raised two or three feet above ground out of reach of 
snows and spring slush. The loom is among the chief 
pieces of furniture for on it womenfolk spin wool 
during winter days. Bands of swarthy gypsies who 
earn a livelihood by telling fortunes, making buckets, 
blacksmithing, or singing and playing spirited Hun¬ 
garian songs and dances live on the outskirts of the 
farming villages. Sheep, goats, long-horned cattle 
and half-wild horses graze where the plain meets the 
hills and it is a thrilling sight to watch those who tend 
them leap into their saddles and gallop off whirling 
lassoos. The animals are auctioned off at weekly 
markets to purchasers from Germany and the neigh¬ 
bouring nations. Vineyards are cultivated in the

The Danube becomes three wide streams of brown as it winds across 

the green marshlands near the Black Sea and on all sides there is a 

confusion of side waterways and marshes. Sturgeon swimming 

upstream to spawn are caught for the markets of Bucharest by 

bearded fishermen who sing while they row or pole their boats. They 

build their huts of river mud and plant willows, hollyhocks, roses and 

lupines around them. Each house has a stork’s nest on the thatched 

roof; these birds return in the spring to proclaim that the cold winter 

is over and, according to the inhabitants, bring luck. The larger boats 

use the middle stream to reach Galatz, 100 miles inland. Here cargoes 

of grain, oil, wool and fish are loaded on to ocean freighters that pass 

through the Bosporus and the Dardanelles into the Mediterranean 

without restrictions from Turkey because the waterway has been 
internationalized. 

The busy commercial city of Istanbul, no longer the capital of 
Turkey, has arisen where the water-borne traffic between the Black 
and Mediterranean Seas crosses the land route from Asia Minor to 
the Danube basin. Casks of wine, boxes of dates, and bales of silk, 
wool and cotton from nearby countries move over the wharves of the 
Turkish port and there is a considerable shipment of furs and lumber 
from the cold northlands. Gilded domes and slender minarets rise 
above bazaars and shops filled with shawls, carpets, brassware and 
costly perfumes. The mosque of St. Sophia, said to be the most beau¬ 
tiful in the world, once belonged to Christians but in 1453 it fell into 

the hands of the Mohammedan Turks.
